PUTS ON WAR PAINT 


Niles Going After St. Joe and 
9 
Beutou Harbor. 


Claims It Pays too Much of the 
Taxes. 


The NIlea Star In Its report of tho 
last counr'll meeting ^«ays: 


Alderman Harder offered 
a rci»o- 
lution with referenoe to the e<|Uftli/.a- 
tioQ of taxes as followi»; 


Whereas, ^ h e re exists at the present 
time, and has existed for a number of 
^ e a r s in this county, outrageous in* 
equali'/.ation in taxation, notably an 
between Niles with onu side and Ben* 
'(ton Harbor and St. J»*Hcph un the 
* 
cr, involving; many thousands of 
oollars of lo-s for Niles: and 
Whereas, There has recently been 
enacted by the stat<4 of Michigan a 
most excellent law to aid in the cor­ 
rection of such abuses and 
unjust 
equalization. 
Now therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the common council 
of tho city of Niles hereby declares Its 
determination to do all possible to be 
done, for the correction and adjust­ 
ment of such equalii'.a'ion in taxation, 
peaceably if jiosslble, through tho aid 
of tho state tax commission, or the 
courts if nejessary. 


Uesolved. That it is the sense of this 
body that tho city attorney of Niles 
•hould be chosen with special refer­ 
ence to his ability, litness and willing- 
rcfeS to enter ujion this work. 


Alderman Harder moved the adop* 
i ‘U>n of the resolution. 
The yeas and 
ua>3 being called, the same was adopt­ 
ed unanirnou-'ly. 


Alderman Harder said that h«* was 
familiar with the subject, t*iat of the 


equalb.ation of taxes, and he explained 
the matter fully lo the council, his talk 
being of interest not only to the coun­ 
cil, but to the taxpayers In general 
AlUcrman uarder read from the super­ 
visors’ report» and made comparison to 
the values as they exist in Benton liar- 
bor, St. .loseph and other places, as 
compared to those of Niles. 
At the 
twin cities they divided everything by 
threes. 
Niles pays $3.001» more than 
St. .}ose()h and about the same as Ben­ 
ton Harbor, and yet the latter place 
eiiiims a much larger population than 
Niles 
Alderman Harder said that it 
was a matter for the city atuirney to 
solve and to ferret out the discrepancy. 
"If $60,UUO were planKcd down on the 
mayor’sdesic this moment, it would not 
cover the losses to the city of Niles,” 
the alderman of the third ward said, 
(at the same time making a gesture to 
conform wi»h the understanding of his 
words) in reference to the Inequall/.a- 
tion of taxes: 


Aiderman Sheehan was glad that this 
subject had been brought up: he had 
talked with some of the supervisors and 
found there was no remedy from them. 


Alderman Harder eontluued and .said 
that tax payers are in a predicament: 
we ean tight it in the courts, or perhaps 
atld one or two more supervl?«ors to 
Niles: there Is something radically 
wrong. 
He compared asscs.^ments of 
Bentun Harbor with those of N>les. 
It may be a uullter of politics: he hoped 
some action would be taken to remedy 
and expo«>e the matter.

Tho symposium was 
continued through the afternoon. I lull 
caU was indeed amusing, as all Iden­ 
tity was sunk In Dickens. 
.Mrs. Ward, 
in a vigorous oral sketch 
of 
the 
strength and beauty of Dickens’ wo­ 
men, successfully controverted the Idea 
that they were all pale, colorless, in­ 
sipid characters, the vine clinging to 
the oak type, by proving in her illus­ 
trations that no writer of the nine­ 
teenth century could compare with 
Dickens in delineation of strong, noble 
types 
of 
‘‘Perfect 
women, 
nobly 
planned, born to comfort and com­ 
mand.” 


Mrs. Falkingham gave interesting 
K 
srsooal recollections of a visit to 
ickens’ home, supplemented by Mrs. 
Dunning with the personal side of 
Dickens’ life, which was 
indeed a 
literary feast, combining pleasure and 
Instruction to her hearers. Mrs. Hen­ 
drix told of what Dickens has done for 
the children in asurpassingly excellent 
»nd superior manner. The greatest 
»pplause greeted Mesdames Hamilton 
And Shauman, the former impersonat­ 
ing Sergeant Buzfuz and the latter the 
>vidow Bardell, in the famous breach r f 
promise trial. The scene would have 
done credit to professional actors. The 
entire davlw asone of sustained in­ 
terest ana pleasure. It has seemed 
wise to hold all day meetings and have 
them oftener. 


The president of the Chautauquans 
called the last meeting to order with 
unusual pride and gravity, for she held 
io her hand a gaval with a history. 
The handle of the gavel is genuine 
antique oak, being made from pieces 
of the ilagship Lawrence, which was 
built at Erie and used in tho battle at 
Put-ln-bay September 10, 1815 
v.ora- 
modore Perry, a young and inexperi­ 
enced officer, met and defeated the 
British fleet in command of Commodore 
Barclay, a naval veteran who fought 
underNelson at Trafalgar. After the 
Lawrence was disabled Perry wrapped 
the flag around him and went on board 
the Niagara. In fifteen minutes he re­ 
turned to the Lawrence and redbived 
the surrender of the 
British. The 
boats were taken to Erie and some were 
iold, while tho«e badly disabled were 
sunk in Misery bay, where the Niagara 
DOW rests visible to the eye. 


The Lawrence was raised in 1876 and 
taken to the centennial at Philadel­ 
phia. where it stiU remains in a mu­ 
seum 
The head of the gaval is of 
lighter oak, being made from a truss 
used in the first court house in Erie. 
The gaval was presented to the olub by 
Mrs. V. VanCamp and was tied about 
the handle with a pretty gray ribbon, 
the color of the cla&s of 1900, of which 
Mrs. VanCamp is a member. 
After 
the regular lessons oflicers were elect­ 
ed for the coming year which were as 
follows: President, Alta H. Travis; 
vice president, Agnes Newland; secre­ 
tary, Lucy R. Kerry; treasurer, Mary 
X*. Curtis. The next meeting will be 
with Mrs. Kerry on Brunson avenue.

“Corea is picturesque, beautiful, fer­ 
tile, with nn excellent cllmnte and an 
iiiduKtrioug and agreeable people. At 
our mines we employ 75 white men and 
3,000 coolics. Our venture has been and 
is nn Interesting“ experiment. We are 
the pioneers there, anti we had to over­ 
come all the obstacles in a new ond In 
most re»pect8 a wild co^mtry. There 
are mtuiy good fields in Corea, as the 
country possesses a continuation of the 
gold-bearing outcrops of Siberia and 
Manchuria, both of which arc bound 
to be great gold prodtieers. 
The 
Coreans have been mining with crude 
methods for many centuries, and they 
are still nt it. Corea, like all the east, 
by which Indefinite term mny be em- 
brneed most of the AfHntic senboard, Is 
nwiikening to new Induslrial and com­ 
mercial life. 


“The consuming capacity of these 
great popnlatiouH in the orient is not 
understood fully. Neither is their 
nbility to pay. 
We Americans .take
